find a san ctu ary u n d e r its a u th o rity ; th a t ju stice 
shall be m eted o u t, L*r th e asking, to every m an, 
be he rich o r poor, h igh o r low. 
Now, sir, is it n ot 
th e bounden d u ty of every citizen to w illingly bear 
his sh are o r proportion of th e expjeuse for th e eujov- 
m e n t of th ese grand p riv ileg es; and such share should 
be paid w ith p ro m p titu d e, and w ith o u t coercive laws. 
B u t 1 reg ret to rep eat th a t w hich is in th e know l­ 
edge of ev iry o n e—th e sp irit of evasion of taxation 
is alm ost th e ru le ; an d th is u n p atrio tic feeling has 
gone so far th a t in years p ast th e assistance of th e 
hig h est C ourts of th e land have been invoked to m ake 
com plete th e escapen:e n t of tax atio n . 
U ntil now 
a t least one-half th e p ro p erty o f th e S tate is u n ­ 
ju stly bearing th e w hole b u rd en of th e expense of 
G overnm ent. 
A nd th e w orst featu re of th is condi­ 
tion of affau s is, th a t th e ow ners of th is one-half are 
th e class of citizens least able to b ear th e tax -th e 
class w hich freq u en tly in paying th e ta x have to 
deny them selves and th e ir fam ilies th e com forts of 
life, and, som etim es, even th e necessities of e x ist­ 
ence. 
is t h is j u s t ? 
Is it stran g e th a t people com plain w hen th e o th e r 
h alf escaping tax atio n are of a class th a t to pay th e ir 
sh are of th e b u rd en w ould n o t com pel th em a de­ 
nial of hard ly a la x u ry ? So p alpable had th is in­ 
justice becom e, so o n erous th e u n eq u al b u rd en , th a t 
th e m u rm u rin g of th e people w as u n m istak ab le and 
a new C o n stitu tio n , co n tain in g alm o st an e n tire rev ­ 
enue system , was th e resu lt. 
T he people w ere d e­ 
term in ed th a t th e tim e hail com e w hen th e bu rd en 
of tax atio n should be divided betw een th e real estate 
h older and those w ho ow n princely fo rtu n es in 
bonds, m ortgages, stocks, etc. 
In th e consideration of th e qu estio n th e d u ty of 
th is body is p lainly and un m istak ab ly set fo rth in 
th e provisions of th e C o n stitu tion .

O u th e co n trary , th e bill su b m itted by 
th e m ajo rity is no th in g b u t a careful, skillful, crafty 
and shrew d evasion of th e req u irem en ts of th e ¡aco­ 
ple, as expressed in th e C onstitu tio n . 


POLITICAL PLEDGES. 
To be tru e to th e m an d ato ry provisions of th e 
C o n stitu tio n was th e g reatest tr u s t th e people placed 
in th is A ssem bly, and each political p arty pledged 
its candidates to a stric t observance of th e sp irit 
an d le tte r of th e new fu n d am en tal law, and I sin ­ 
cerely and honestly feci, au d say it w ith all th e em ­ 
phasis of m y m anhood, th a t I could do no g reater 
violation to those tru s ts —those d u ties—th an to give 
m y su p p o rt to a m easure w hich is a plain evasion of 
th e s p irit and le tte r of th e C o n stitu tio n —th e bill 
su p p o rted by th e m ajority. 
F rom th e rep o rts of th e S tate officials fo r th e y ear 
1679, I find th a t th e to tal am o u n t of p ro p erty as­ 
sessed in th is S tate th a t y ear, fro m w hich th e rev ­ 
en u e fo r th e su p p o rt of th e S ta te w as derived, was 
a b o u t 8600,000,000, w ith th e p ro p erty only assessed 
a t ab o u t one half of its full value. 
B y assessing 
p ro p erty a t its full value th e am o u n t of th e roll of 
th is S tate should be nearly one billion of dollars. 
I 
also find from th e rep o rts th a t th e eig h ty -fo u r banks 
of th e S tate have a t least $100,000.000 w orth of tax 
able p ro p erty , none of w hich has been retu rn ed to 
th e Assessors fo r y ears 
T here is a t least as m uch 
m ore of th e sam e class of p ro p erty in th e h ands of 
priv ate individuals th a t has es.-aped tax atio n . 
To 
show th e inequality of tax atio n , a m em b er of th e 
C onstitutional C onvention o f th e S tate, Mr. D udley, 
took th e tro u b le to in v estig ate th e question. 
The 
re su lt of his labors w ill be show n in th e deb ates of 
D ecem ber 27th, w hich w as, th a t w hile th e average 
tax p ay ers paid ab o u t six p er cen t on th e ir gross in ­ 
com es, fo u r certain co rporations of th e S tate ouly 
paid a tax of seven m ills. 
These are th e evils we propose to c o rre c t,, and 
w hen th e assessm ent o f th e 8t**ck of corporatioi 8 is 
tak en into considerate n, to g e th er w ith th e pro p erty 
of th e b an k s an d individuals th a t has escaped ta x ­

personal and m ixed, capable of p riv ate ow nership, 
and. fu rth e r, th a t all p ro p erty shall be taxed. N*ov 
w hat is p lain er t an th is? * H ow could we evade 
th is plain d u ty , even if we d esired / 
N evertheless, 
th e com m ittee w ere u rg ed n ut to assess th e shares 
of certain co rporations, and even one g entlem an 
w ent s j far as to call on u s to p ause in o u r m ad ca­ 
reer, an d w arned us of th e te rrib le re su lt th a t 
w ould 
follow, 
n am ely : 
T h a t 
certain 
cor­ 
porations 
w ould 
d isincorporate, 
aiul 
cer­ 
tain 
cap italists 
w ould rem ove to N ew 
Y ork. 
Now, tir, I feel like h u rlin g back th e w arnin'» to 
him an d tho se w hose fc m ira e n ts h e echoes, and 
w arn th em to bew are th a t th e y carry n o t too far 
th e ir defiance to th e will of the~i»eop!e. 
T here can 
be no g reater m enace to th e w ell-being of a co u n try 
th a n th e encouragem ent and recognition of an une 
quid an d discrim in atin g tax atio n . 
Because we shall 
pass laws com pelling a class of citizens to sh are w ith 
its th e cost o i su p p o rtin g th e G overnm ent, these 
p atrio tic individuals arc going to leave th e S tate. 
W hen I heard th is w arn in g I a i once sought th e rev ­ 
en u e law s of New Y ork, and I fra u d to m y asto n ­ 
ishm ent th a t th e Code iu th a t ¡State provides for a 
m ore strin g e n t assessm ent of capital stocks an d cor­ 
porations th an dora th e law we propose. 
In fact, I 
investigated th e law s of nearly all th e S tates, and 
old M issouri was ab o u t th e o nly S tate th a t had less 
strin g e n t law s th an we propose. 


t h e y s a y w j: s h o u l d n o t t a x 
Stock». 
I w an t to know why in th e nam e of ju stice 
a m an w ho has his capital invested in t!ii? class of 
l»rof»erty, d eriving an incom e w hich gives h.r.i all 
th e luxuries of life, should be ex em p ted from ta x a ­ 
tion, and by what, co u rs: of reasoning th ey justify 
th e tax atio n of th e m an w ho has his capital invested 
in real estate and th e l ke, to th e e x te n t th a t he m u st 
b ear the sh are of him who ow ns stocks. 
T he m a­ 
jo rity say sto ck s are n ot p ro p erty a ,.d should n o t be 
taxed. 
I q u o te th e follow ing decisions of th e 
S uprem e C ourt of th e U nited S tates, w hich I th ick 
is a h igher au th o rity

m a jo rity : 
“ In th e decision of th e D elaw are R ail­ 
road ta x case (18 W allace (J. S. S uprem e C ourt 
R eports) it was held and affirm ed th a t the S tate 
m ay im pose tax es upon th e corpo ratio n as an en tp y 
ex istin g u n d er its laws, as well as u|x>n th e capital 
stock of th e corporation o r its sep árate corporate 
p ro p erty . 
A nd th e m an n er iu w hich its value shall 
be assessed, aud th e ra te o f tax atio n ,h o w ev e ratb itrary 
o r capricious, are n u re m a tte rs of leg islative d is­ 
cretio n .” 
A g ain : 
“ In th e case of T ap p an vs. M erchants’ 
N ational B ank (19 W allace, S uprem e C ourt R e­ 
p o rts) th e opinion of th e C ourt w as th a t shares of 
stock in natio n al b an k s are a species of personal 
p ro p erty w hich is, in one sense, intan g ib le and in ­ 
corpora!, b u t th e law* w hich creates th em m ay sell­ 
ar» te th em from th e person of th e ir ow ner for th e 
purposes of taxation, to give th e m a n ifu t of th e ir 
own. 
’ 
* 
T he S tate w ithin w hich a natio n al 
ban k is situ ated has ju risd ictio n , fo r th e purpose of 
tax atio n , of all th e sh .reh o ld e rs of th e ban k , b o th 
resid e n t an d non-resident, aud of all its sh ares, and 
m ay legislate accordingly.” * 
A nd again : “ In th e case of F arrin g to n vs. T en­ 
nessee (vol. 95 U nited S tates S up rem e C ourt R e­ 
p o rts) th e C ourt held th a t th e ca p ital stock an d th e 
shares of capital stock are d is tin c t things. 
It is su b jec t to tax atio n like o th e r projicrtj*. 
The 
sh ares of capital stock are u su ally represen ted by 
certificates. 
E very h older is a cestu i gue tr u s t to 
th e e x te n t of his ow nership. 
T he shares are he’d 
and m ay be bo u g h t and sold an d tax ed like o th e r 
p ro p erty . 
T he capita! stock an d th e shares m ay 
b o th be tax ed , and it is n o t d o u b le tax atio n .

bank m ay be roquir<.d to pay th e ta x o u t of its cor­ 
p o rate fu u cs, o r be au thorized to d ed u ct th e am o u n t 
paid fo r each stock h o ld er o u t of hi? dividend?.

stock th is creatu re, trem b lin g in every lim b, w ith 
h o rro r d epicted on all its featu res, and q u ak in g 
voice, sq u eak s o u t: “ Double ta x a tio n .” 
T he e n ­ 
a c to r n t of th is proposition v/ouM practical!} nullify 
th e w hole in te n t of th e C o n stitu tio n on revenue, 
and we w ould be pow erless to reach th e m a jo rity of 
th a t class of p ro p erty escaping tax * ion ev er since 
th i notorious decision of th e h’uprom e C ourt.

loaning th e m oney of th e d epositors, how tb*.n could 
we ta x m or t ; ages, credits, etc., u n d e r th is provis­ 
ion ? T he C onstitu tio n says w*c m u s t ta x m ortgages 
to th e h o ld er thereof, co nsequently th e proposed 
am en d m en t c rise s in plain aral d ire c t co rftict w ith 
th e C o n stitu tio n . 
T h ere is a n o th e r bad featu re in 
th is section, th e s u te tm c o of w b i h 13 th a t deposits 
are %o be assessed to th e bank. 
T he effect of h is is 
t b i t r.s m illions of dollars from alloiyer th e S tate are 


dcpositod in th e b an k s of th e cities, and l>eing taxed 
to th e b an k ,th e cities would g e t th e taxes properly be­ 
longing to th e counties from w hich th e deposits cam e. 
In Section 2 th e m ajo rity o n titto a th e follow ing : 
“ T he te rm 
pro p erty includes 
m oneys, credits, 
bonds, stocks, dues, franchises, and ad o th e r m a t­ 
te rs an d th in g s, real, personal and m ixed, capable 
of priv ate ow nership.” 
We in serted it because th e 
C o n stitu tio n defines these th in g s as propert} th a t 
should be tax ed . 
Now, according to th e position 
ta k e n by th e m ajo rity , th a t m oney once tax ed to 
th e d ep o sito r could n o t be tax ed ag ain in th e bank 
if h a n e d o r not. 
They m u st have designedly 
k f t it o u t, for th e banks freq u en tly acquire bonds, 
Scrip an d like credits w ith th e m oney deposited 
w ith them . 
I t w ould n o t be consistent fo r th em to 
inclu d e th e co n stitu tio n al definition of p ro p erty in 
th e ir bill, w hen th ey tak e th e position th a t th is kind 
of p ro p erty should n o t be taxed. 


TAXATION OF MORTOAOER. 
In S ection 3 th e m ajo rity provide fo r th e assess­ 
m e n t of m ortgages. 
T his provision was n o t in th e 
bill originally, b u t it looked good, and th ey incor­ 
p o rated it from ou rs, overlooking th e inconsistei cy 
of th e provision w ith o th e r ¡wirts of th e ir bill. H ere 
th ey provide for th e nssessnient of m ortgages, aud 
y et tn ey lay dow n th e opinion in th e first section of 
th e ir bill and say in 
sub stan ce 
th a t it shall 
n o t be done. 
T hey h ere acknow ledge th e d u ty and 
rig h t of th e L egislature to assess th a t p a rt of th e 
m oney deposited w hich th e ban k Io m ed on m o rt­ 
gages. 
In th is adm issio 1 th e y ack to w led g c th e 
prin cip le to be correct, \ e t declare ag ain st it, w hen 
th ey in th e ir rep o rt hold th a t deposits once tax ed to 
th e d ep o sito r can not be tax ed in th e b a n k , w h eth er 
loaned or not. 
By th is th ey acknow ledge th e rig h t 
to assess th a t p a rt of deposits invested in m ortgages, 
b u t to assess th a t p a rt of deposits invested in county 
scrip t, bonds and credits of th a t k in d is double 
ta x atio n . 
Mr. Leach proceeded to d em o n strate th a t 
th e p ro visions of th e m in o rity bill, defining th e 
d u ties of A ssessors w ere m ore com plete an d specific. 


ASSESSMENT OF UNSURVEYED LAND. 
Section 7 is exactly th e sam e in both bills. 
(4 
was am ended te conform to th e req u irem en ts of th e 
C o n stitu tio n p roviding th a t lan d shall be assessed in 
sm all tra cts, th e old section iri th e Cotie p roviding 
th a t w hen be th o u g h t it necesm ry th e A ssessor 
could com pel th e survey of land u n s u rv e rtd , and 
th a t th e expense should be included w*ith th e taxes. 
As th ere are cases w here th e co st of survey w ould be 
m ore th an th e value of th e laud, th e com m ittee 
unanim ously th o u g h t it b est to tak e th e e x tra o r­ 
din ary pow er o u t c f th e h ands of th e A ssessor and 
place it in th e b ands of th e S u p erio r C ourt. 


THE IMPORTANT SECTION. 
S ection 3640 is th e m ost iuq>ortant section in o u r 
bill. 
T he o th e r side devotes a large ¡»art of th e ir 
rep o rt ag ain st th is section, arg u in g th a t it is double 
tax atio n . 
T hey cite au th o rities, and th e w hole 
b u rd en of th e ir arg u m en t is th a t we in ten d to tax 
all th e ir p ro p ertv , real, personal, etc., first, and th en 
all of th e ir capital stock. 
I will g u aran tee th a t a 
boy fifteen years old, after reading th a t section, will 
n o t say th a t. 
T here has been a gro*s m isu n d er­ 
stan d in g , to say th e least, on th e ¡>art of th e m ajo r­ 
ity , and th e in srep rcsen tatio n has led a n u m b er of 
p«*f*ers in to e rro r. 
I will ic ad th e section : “ CorjKJ- 
rations, associations, and jo in t frtock com panies h av ­ 
ing th e ir principal place of business in th is S tate, 
shall be assessed w ith th e m a rk et value of th e ir cap­ 
ital stock, afte r d ed u ctin g therefrom th e value of al! 
o th e r pro|>erty assessed to th em , an d such capital 
stock shall n o t be assessed to th e individual ow ners 
th ereo f.” 
T h a t 
is 
ju s t 
as 
p liin 
as 
th e 
w ords of th e 
English 
language can m ake 
it. 
To illu strate : If th e value of th e cap ital stock is 
w orth no m ore th an all th e ir pro p erty , th e re w ould 
be n o th in g to assess of th e cap ital stock ; and again, 
if th e p ro p erty of a corporation is w orth $50,000, 
and th e actu al cash value of its capital stock is $75,­ 
000, th ere w ould be only $25,000 to assess. 
If th ere 
is an y double tax atio n in th a t proposition, th e n I 
am em phatically fo r th a t k in d of assessm ent. 


IN FRA TICE IN OTHER STATER. 
I have tak en th e tro u b le to exam ine th e revenue 
law s of te n o r tw elve S tates w ith o u t d iscrim in ad n, 
and a m ajo rity of those com m onw ealths ta x th e 
capital stock of corporations in su b stan ce on th e 
sam e plan as wo have proposed. 
I wi I read : 
A rkansas—G an tt's A rkansas D igest, Section 5047, 
says th e te rm “ in v e stm e n t” m eans and it eludes 
all mone>> invested in all shares of associations, 
corporations, jo iu t-sto ck com panies, o r oth erw ise ; 
also all sh ares of every com pany, w h eth er incorpo­ 
rated o r n o t; au d th e n ex t section provides th a t all 
in v estm en ts, m oucys, credits, bonds, stocks, th e 
p ro jierty of corporations, shall b .• su b jec t to ta x a ­ 
tio n , an d th e re is no deduction from assessm ent of 
s to c k ; and a n o th e r provision provides tha-. th is 
p ro p erty m u st be assessed to th e individuals ; no 
dedu ctio n s are provided for. 
Iow a—Stocks in corporations are assessed and 
tax ed a t tru e cash value. 
Shares of b ankiug associ­ 
ations are tax ed a t no g re a te r rate th an m oney. 
M aine—Stocks and sh ares of corporations in and 
o u t of th e S tate are assessed to individuals holding 
th e sam e iu th e S tate, and dedu ctio n s are allowed 
fo r th e capital invested in m achinery, goods and real 
estate. In assessing railroads dedu ctio n s are allow ed 
for th e track of th e road and land on w hich it is co:i- 
s tr ctcd. 
A labam a—The Codes of th is S tate provide th a t 
stocks are included in {icrsonal pro p erty , an d th e 
capital stocks of corp o ratio n s are assessed, except so 
m uch as is invested iu p ro p erty and taxed otherw ise 
as proj*erty. 
B anks are su b jec t to a reg u lar an n u al 
tAX of (50 c-m ts 011 each $1«X) of th e p ar value of th e 
stock w hich is $100. 
R ailroads are assessed for all 
th e ir p ro p erty an d tlicir capital stock. 
C onnecticut - T he revised statu tes of th is S tate 
provide th a t th e shares of th e capital stock of anj* 
ban k , tru s t, insurance, tu rn p ik e, bridge o r plank 
road com pany shall be assessed to th e in d iv id u a’ 
holder, d ed u ctin g from th e actual value of such 
stock so m uch of ira p ro p erty aa is otherw ise assessed, 
an d th e only stock exem pted is th a t of religious aud 
ag ricu ltu ral associations. 
T he cashier of every 
b anking association, u n d e r o ath , is required to m ake 
o u t a list of all its stockholders residing o u t of th e 
S tate, an d th e bank is com pelled to pay i p er ccut. 
per an n u m u:i su ch shares, and th is is also required 
of every o th e r corporation liable to taxation. 
K ansas—The K ansas law s are alm ost th e sam o as 
we propose. 
Now Y o rk —T he capital stock of com panies sha I 
b e assessed to th e com pany a t its actual value ; al­ 
low s d eductions of real esta te, personal pro p erty , 
to g e th er w ith its su rp lu s profits o r reserved funds 
exceeding lü per ce tt. of its capital. 
M assachusetts—This M ate has very elaborate laws 
fo r th e assessing and ta x in g of corporations. 
The 
cap ital stock of corporations, except banks of issue 
and d eposit, are ta* ed by th e S iatc Co.i m issioner 
(an official corresponding* w ith o u r S tate Board of 
E q u alizatio n ), a t th e actu al cash w I lc on th e first 
day of M ay, d ed u ctin g th e ir real e la te, stru ctu res, 
m achinery, assessed by th e local Assessors. 
The 
capital stock of railroads and telegraph com panies 
are only assessed u p o n such p o rtio n s of th e w hole 
\ alu atio n of th e w ho e c -pita; stock as is p rop ■rtion- 
al to th e len g th o f th a t ; a rt of th e .r lines lying 
w ith in th e S tate 
A tax is alto levied on th e gains 
o f co rporations. 
T he corporation itself m u st pay 
th e ta x —th e tax n ot being levied on th e sh rch o ’d- 
crs. 
U pon failure of a c rj.oration to pay its tax es 
th e Suprem e Ju d icial C o u rt m ay en jo in th e fu rth e r 
prosecu tio n of th e busi- e s of th e co rporation u n til 
all tax es d u e are paid, w ith c sis. 
sh ares of th e 
capital stock of foreign ecrjx»rations, if ow ned by 
citiz us <>f th e com m onw ealth, arc tax ed to th e in ­ 
dividual by th e local Ass ssora fo r th e ir fu ll value, 
w ith o u t deductions. 
M issouri—A ccording to th e R evised S ta tu te s cf 
1872 th e cap ital stocks of corporations in th is S ta te 
are n o t taxed. 
P ennsylvania—A ll stocks, ex cep t of hi* k in g and 
foreign insu ran ce com panies, are tax ed a t th e rote 
of one-half m ill on each onv per cent, of th e annual 
d ividend, or, if th e re is no dividend declared, th ree 
m ills on th e value of th e capital stock. 
T he ta n g i­ 
ble p ro p erty is otherw ise regularly tax ed . 
M r. L e a c h proceeded a t len g th to show th e su- 
p .rio rity o f several m in o r sections of his bill over 
tho se ox th e m ajo rity bill. 
He said th a t th e m in o r­ 
ity projkised th e addition of a now* section which 
provided for th e m an n er in w hich th e S tate B oard 
of E qualization shall assess tl * railroads o p eratin g 
in m ore tliun one co unty. 
rlT»e section also p ro ­ 
vides th a t th e B oard of SuiHirvisors, afte r receiving 
th e ap p o rtio n m e n t from th e S tate B oard, sh all ap­ 
p o rtio n th e value to th e various subdivisions of th e 
county. 
T he o th e r bill sim ply spys th e ro ad shall 
be assessed, b u t does n o t provide th e m ethod. 
. 


A SAVING PROPOSED. 
Section 3065 ia an o th er new section to th e C odr. 
I t provides th a t th e asse srncnt m ade by th e C ounty 
A ssessor shall be th e only basis of tax atio n fo r the 
C ounty, o r subdivision thereof, except incorporated 
cities, and m ay also be ta k en as such basis in incor­ 
porated cities w hen th e p ro p er au th o rities so elect. 
T his wili save th e expense of th e election of Ascss- 
ors, e tc., fi>r special assessm ents fo r schoo’, road 
purposes, an d like, an d th e assessm ents for such 
purposes will be m ade from th e co unty roll. 
A nd 
fo r th is reason it has been provided in o u r bill th a t 
all p ro p erty shall be en tered on th e roll to th e dis­ 
tric t in th e co u n ty tu w hich it belongs. 
Mr. L k a c u 
explained th a t th e g reater pari of th e retrain in g 
sections w ere alm ost exactly alike in b o th bills. 
T he m in o rity had changed Section 375*, a t th e su g ­ 
gestion of th e S tate Board of E qualization. 
H ere­ 
tofore taxes becam e d elin q u en t on th e first M onday 
i:i Jan u ary . 
Now, as th a t is th e tim e th e new offi­ 
cers go into office, it w as necessary to give th e old 
officers tim e to settle u p th e ir bim ks before going 
o u t of office. 
So tho tim e of delin q u en cy w as m ade 
one w eek earlier. 


REVIEW OK THE MAJORITY REPORT. 
The m ajo rity say : “ I t is app reh en d ed th a t th e 
chief g ro u n d of opposition to th e bill presented 
h erew ith w ill be b ise d upon th e fact th a t its fi st 
section declares th a t no p ro p erty shall be su b ­ 
je c t to double tax atio n . 
T he double tax atio n w hich 
is th u s e o iu h t to be obvU ted arises m tin ly , if n o t 
exclusive y, in reference to th e ta x atio n of stocks in 
corporations form ed an d doing business in th is 
S tate.” 
N ow th e objection we raise is, th a t w hile 
p reten d in g to tax stocks th ey do n o t practically as­ 
sess th-.m a t all.

I t freq u en tly rep resen ts douole the 
v alue o f th e p ro p erty creatin g it. 
T he m a jo rity say, bv way of illu s tra tio n : “ If 
five m en . boose to form a corporation to fix th e 
value o? th e ir p ro p erty a t one h u n d red thousand 
dollars, and to nam e th e rr capital sto ck a t th e sam e 
sum , it is ev id en t th a t th e y have created n o th in g of 
vaiue ; th a t th e p ro p erty and its w orth are preci e!y 
th e sam e ss b efo re.” 
E x actly , an d in tn a t case 
th ere w ou’d be no ntock to as-cts, for tho ded u ctio n 
of real and personal pro p erty leaves n. tb in g . 


GOVERNOR PERKINS 
In h is m essage says : “ To in su re th a t al! th e p ro p ­ 
erty of any firm o r corpora*, iuu h av in g a cap ital 
sto ck shall b 3 p roperly taxed, w ould it n o t b * th« 
plan of wisdom to secu r 
th e asse-sin en t of r.P

affer d ed u ctin g th • vaJu • o f air aascsrsmcnU on th e 
real and personal p ro p erty o? such com pany a* m ay 
have been otherw ise m ade.”

T he m a jo rity s a y : “ If A has o n e th o u san d dob ara 
and ’roaus it to B, it is clear th a t th e a ^ c ^ m a n t of 
th is p ro p erty , 09 a m o rtg ag e o r otherw ise to A for 


one th ousand dollar.?, is a ju s t and c o n stitu tio n al 
assessm ent.” 
We agree ou th is. 
They say a p u n : “ B u t if C, h aving 41,000, d ep o sit

THE SOUTHERN REPUBLICANS. 


A W ashington committee lias issued an 
address to the Southern Republicans, urg­ 
ing them to union and harmony, and call­ 
ing a meeting of the Southern delegates to 
Chicago for the 31st of May. In the course 
of the address the fact is stated that “ the 
“ Southern States are entitled to 270 dele- 
“ gates (to 
the National Convention), 
“ which is more than one-third of the en- 
“ tire Convention.” 
This statem ent is 
perfectly collect, and it involves some 
very remarkable circumstances. 
Thus it is 
being urged th at a certain candidate is 
sure of success bectusc he will have the 
Southern delegation; and it is possible 
th at 
this 
may 
be so. 
But these 
Southern delegations actually represent 
no political force. 
They caunot briug 
to the candidate of their choice the elect­ 
oral votes of a single State. 
They can 
therefore do absolutely nothing towards 
electing any candidate, and yet they may­ 
be able to determine who shall be’nomiu- 
aled. 
So paradoxical is the state of things 
growing out of the political condition of 
the South, that these delegations may 
oittweigh in the Convention many power­ 
ful N orthern and W estern States. 
They 
may iu fact secure the nomination of a 
candidate to whom a majority of the voting 
States are oppos: d, and thus they may 
evolve a defeat at the polls out of a seem­ 
ing victory in the Convention. 
The fact 
th at they do not stand for any positive 
political 
force 
is clearly 
one 
which 
ought to he reflected in their influence. If 
it is not the Republican party of the North 
and W est cannot he fairly represented at 
I lieago, nor can the action of a conven­ 
tion in which the balance of power is so 
fantastically governed be at all certain to 
indicate the will of the party. 
I t is evi­ 
dent that the Southern delegations threaten 
to be a source of weakness and confusion, 
and that their non-representative character 
may render them the easy tools of a fac­ 
tion which cannot command anything like 
the full party vote at the polls. 


THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 


In adopting a new system of revenue and 
^x atio n the Legislature m ust fall short of 
its duty unless it gives full weight to the 
considerations which grow cut of the actual 
condition of the community'. 
The evi­ 
dences of eiepression and weakened confi­ 
dence in the future of the State are too 
abundant to escape attention, and they 
ought to carry the lesson of conservatism 
to those who are making the laws. 
Dur­ 
ing the whole of last year a warfare of the 
most reckless and determined character 
was carried on in California against capital 
and capitalists, against the projectors of 
great enterprises, against all the agencies 
which are essential to prosperity. If to-day 
California alone in the Union feels no etiund­ 
ulating impulse from the wave of returning 
business activity which has swept over the 
rest of the country, she owes her isolation 
and her continued stagnation to the ram­ 
pant and malignant folly of her demagogues 
aud their credulous and purblind followers. 
Sober-minded citizens have anxiously ob­ 
served the course of this Legislature, hop­ 
ing that the undeniable reality of the evils 
induced by the recent reckless agitation 
would convince all earnest aud public- 
spirited members of the necessity for the 
utm ost caution and the utm ost fairness. 
It is not possible to evade the ill effects of 
the new Constitution altogether, but it is 
possible to mitigate some of its worst fea-, 
tures by judicious legislation. 
There is no 
demand on the part of the interests which 
have been so unwarrantably assaulted, 
for anything 
inore 
than that 
meas­ 
ure 
of 
equal 
justice 
which 
every 
citizen has a right to insist upon. 
To 
deny this equal justice at so critical 
a juncture would be the most unfortunate 
aud fatuous policy a State in danger could 
pursue. 
Much has been done already to­ 
wards the driving of capital from the State. 
If the present Legislature shows a deter­ 
mination to persist in th at course, it will 
incur a very grave responsibility, and one 
which no political party can afford to carry 
on the eve of an im portant national con­ 
test. 
The Republican party will be held 
accountable for the new revenue system. 
I t is, therefore, for the representatives of 
th a t party to look well to their position 
on the bills now before them. 


it on the people. 
The thing itself amply 
justifies the most serious apprehensions it 
has inspired, and when it has been a lit­ 
tle longer in operation this fact will be 
no longer capable of denial. 
It has already 
flung a black cloud over the future of the 
State, and this report shows how disas­ 
trous have been its consequences. 
Let 
the Legislature take warning from these 
facts, and seek to ¡vert further threatened 
evils from the community. 


The Democrats have resolved to hold 
their National Convention at Cincinnati, 
on the 22.1 of June. 
The choice of this 
city Í3 variously interpreted, aud it is par­ 
ticularly refreshing to fiud th at it is re­ 
garded both as a crushing blow to the 
aspirations of Tilden and as a splendid 
victory for him. 
The public can take 
their choice of explanations, aud at the 
same time console themselves with the re­ 
flection that they know as much about the 
■matter as any of the talented correspond­ 
ents who have undertaken to expound tl»e 
mysterious ways of Mr. Tilden to men. 
The Ohio Democrats are, of course, very 
much pleased with the selection, and are 
already bragging th a t as Cincinnati sent 
the jgst Democratic President to W ashing­ 
ton, so she will send the next one. 
Rep­ 
resentative Hill, of Ohio, became so much 
elated at the prospect that in an unguarded 
moment he took a leaf from the Stalwart 
Republican note-book, and addressing tlie 
“ boys," declared that the 
Democracy 
would 
inaugurate the next President, 
w hether it elected him or not. 
His speech 
is represented by the reporters as having 
h u rt the feelings of Mr. H ill’s friends, who 
fear it will be used against the Democrats 
by their enemies. Under the circumstances 
this seems rather a superfluous display of 
apprehension, for Mr. H ill’s declaration is 
unquestionably orthodox Stalwart doctrine, 
and a logical public will not, we presume, 
deny that w hat is sauce for the goose 
ought to be sauce for the gander. 
W hat 
Mr. H ill said is precisely w hat the advo­ 
cates of the “ strongm an” programme say. 
If it does not sound so well when applied 
to Democratic tactics perhaps it is because 
there is then no partisan glamour to ob­ 
struct the perception of its resl significance. 


Of these bills the one presented by the 
m ajority most nearly meets the require­ 
ments of justice and the provisions of the 
organic law. 
It provides for the taxation 
of all actual property. 
It allows nothing 
which possesses a real value to escape. 
If 
the Assessors do their duty under that bill, 
the burden of taxation will be distributed 
as equally as is possible under any circum­ 
stances. 
The bill introduced by the mi­ 
nority, on the other hand, undertakes to 
establish a different standard of assessment 
for corporate and private property, with 
the result of raising the rate of taxation 
on the former, and thus creating an 
injurious discrimination, 
calculated to 
increase the existing 
depression, 
and 
work 
infinite 
harm 
to the 
prospects 
of the 
State. 
This result would be 
brought about by the provision thu» 
corporate stock shall be assessed at its full 
m arket value, and the excess of stock value 
over other corporate property value be 
taxed. 
Iu this case a mode of determining 
the value of stock is adopted, different 
from the mode of determining the value of 
private property for purposes of taxation. 
Such a method of assessment could only be 
justified by making its’ application univer­ 
sal. 
To apply it to stock alone is to intro­ 
duce a system of graduated taxation under 
a false pretense, which, however, can de­ 
ceive nobody. 
The animus of the minority 
hill, iu fact, is identical with the animus of 
those other -attacks upon capital which 
have already produced so much mischief. 
It is an attem pt to make corporations pay- 
higher taxes proportionately than individ­ 
uals pay. 
I t is therefore in the nature of 
au impost or fine upon tile association of 
capital, and must be regarded as preju­ 
dicial to the plainest interests of the 
public. 
There is no demand for such a 
scheme of taxation. 
The people require 
nothing more than th at taxation should be 
evenly aud fairly distributed. 
The ma­ 
jority bill fulfills this requirement, and tlic 
minority bill does not. . The Republican 
party cannot afford to assume the responsi­ 
bility of such a law as the latter. 
The 
effect of the enactment of sueh a law could 
only be to intensify the existing depres­ 
sion, and to hasten the exodus of capital 
from the State. 
It would produce such 
results probably th at the party held ac­ 
countable for it would go down beneath 
the reaction of popular disgust and anger 
at the next election, and it would entail 
injuries upon the community compared 
with which the worst political disasters 
must sink into insignificance. 


A GRAVELY SIGNIFICANT REPORT. 


sc English Dean of M aritzburg, South 
ca, writes to Mr. Gladstone : “ The 
s never-wcnt to war w ith us, but we 
them. 
They have always been excel- 
ntighbors. 
For thirty years they 
never l>een accused of stealing a sheep, 
s or a horse from the N atal side.” 


The report of the Bank Commissioners, 
just issued, contains statistics which mem­ 
bers of the legislature will do well to re­ 
flect upon very seriously. 
I t shows that 
“ the total reduction iu the deposits of all 
“ the banks (exclusive of National Banks 
“ and private bankers) for the year (ending 
“ June 30, 1879) was $14,935,472.” The 
Commissioners ascribe this falling off to 
the political agitation of the year 1879, 
and the fear of the new Constitution. They 
speculate somewhat uselessly upon the 
probable disposition of the capital with­ 
drawn from the banks, and venture the 
opinion th at a good deal of it was lost in 
stock gambling. 
It is evident, however, 
that this is merely conjecture, and that af­ 
ter the money was taken out of the banks 
it would be impossible to trace it save iu 
exceptional instances. 
The Commission­ 
ers say that “ a large amount was to 
“ doubt 
withdrawn 
by foreign depos­ 
i t o r s 
from 
the 
savings banks, 
and 
“ sent to those in Europe during the 
“ labor agitation in San Francisco, which 
“ very naturally injured our credit more 
“ abroad than at home.” 
W e confess that 
we cannot perceive the grounds of this 
distinction. 
It appears to us th at our 
credit must have been injured equally at 
home and abroad, liefore fifteen millions p i 
capital could have been withdrawn from 
the uses of banking in one year. 
Nor

It is a proposition to make the white peo­ 
ple of California pay inore for washing 
their clothes, aud it is nothing more than 
this.

The Cloverdale Rereillc wants Sonoma 
county to build, besides several other little 
things, a narrow-gauge railroad from Clo­ 
verdale to salt water, in opposition to the 
San Francisco and N orth Pacific road.

immunities ‘as the subjects of the most 
favored nations of the earth.’

with the dread announcement that the In ­ 
dians were oil' their reservation on a steal­ 
ing aud scalping raid.” 
The Mendocino Beacon says that the 
large amounts of money kept locked up in 
the vaults of the County Treasurers by 
reason of their not being allowed to pay 
warrants irrespective of the amount to the 
credit of the fund upon which they are 
drawn, unnecessarily offer not only an in­ 
centive to theft and robbery, but also en­ 
tail on the taxpayer an additional burden 
by reason of the interest (seven per cent, 
per annum) paid by the county on the un­ 
redeemable warrants, and also by reason of 
the additional loss to the holder, averaging 
another seven per cent, in selling them for 
cash, and if he does not sell his warrant, 
he can only value it at the time at its mar­ 
ket price. 
This loss to the holder of the 
warrant lias also to he borne indirectly by 
the taxpayer, as salaries and fees to be 
paid by the county and contracts for work 
or material furnished the county arc based 
upon a tacit recognition of the impaired 
value of the warrants in which they are 
paid, and could be proportionately reduced 
if placed upun a cash basis.

W a s h in g t o n , February 24th.—During to­ 
day’s session of the Senate Mr. Eaton, of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, reported 
back the joint resolution introduced last 
May by Cockreil of Missouri, by which it 
was proposed to request the President to ne­ 
gotiate a reciprocity commercial treaty with 
France, and for this purpose to appoint, if he 
deemed itavisable, three Commissioners, etc 
Senator Eaton, in two sentences, informed 
the Senate that the committee were of the 
opinion that the matter belonged to another 
branch of the Government, and that they 
therefore asked to he discharged from further 
consideration of the subject, and that the joint 
resolution be indefinitely postponed. 
The 
Vice-President thereupon stated the motion 
for au indefinite postponement, and in the 
absence of objection proceeded to announce 
that the motion was agreed to, and the joint 
resolution was accordingly postponed in­ 
definitely, and thus killed. 
The whole pro­ 
ceedings occupied only a minute or two, and 
in the confusion of the morning hour business 
attracted no attention ; but they were not 
the less final for this session of Congress, aud 
Mr. Chotteau’s hopes of obtaining initiative 
assistance for his project at the hamls of 
either house of the Forty-sixth Congress are 
now unquestionably destroyed, although he 
will 
doubtless continue 
his 
efforts 
in 
other directions, 
and take the risk of 
obtaining Congressional concurrence in any 
steps that may possibly be taken by the 
President and the State Department. 
It is 
learned that the vote of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations authorizing the adverse 
report to-day was unanimous, the members 
alleging that if the President desired advice 
on any such subject it should be asked for 
and not proffered in advance of the sub­ 
mission of a treaty for ratification. It is also 
ascertained that several of the members of 
the Foreign Relations Committee have ab­ 
sorbed the arguments of Mr. YVetinore and 
others, sent here from California, and are op­ 
posed to the Chotteau project on its merits. In 
this connection, it may be of interest to re­ 
mark that the request made by the House of 
Representatives last April for the President 
to consider the expediency of negotiating a 
commercial treaty with France was in the 
form of a simple resolution, and not a joint 
or concurrent resolution. 
Consequently to­ 
day’s action completely disposes of the mat­ 
ter in the Senate. 
It should be also remem­ 
bered that last April’s action of the House 
on the subject was fully offset by the recent 
adoption of Judge Kelley’s resolution, de­ 
claring that any attempt to change the tariff 
rates by treaty negotiation would be an inva­ 
sion of the House of Representatives of con­ 
stitutional prerogatives. 
Representative YY'illis, of Missouri, has in­ 
troduced a bill imposing au internal revenue 
tax of twenty cents per bottle on all spark­ 
ling wines made by the carbonic gas process. 
This bill, which apparently is inimical to a 
portion o f the California wine producers, has 
iseen referred by the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee to Morrison of Illinois as a sub-com­ 
mittee, and he promises tlie California Con­ 
gressmen that it shall not lie reported if they 
consider it injurious to California native 
wine interests. 
Representative Davis to-day presented a 
memorial of the California State Grange of 
the Patrons of Husbandry, praying for the 
establishment of a special Bureau of Agricult­ 
ure for the Pacific coast, iu charge of au 
assistant Commissioner, who shall possess a 
wide acquaintance with the present systems 
of local agricultural practice, the agencies 
employed and the general conditions under 
which it is carried on. 
The memorial also 
asks the establishment of at least three ex|>er- 
imental stations on the Pacific coast. 
The 
memorial was referred to the Committee on 
Agriculture, which has already been in­ 
structed by Davis’ resolution to take action 
in the same direction. 
Representative Page lias obtained from the 
various Executive Departments, and to-day 
furnished to the House Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grouuds, a series of statements, 
showing the amounts of money collected by 
the Federal officers at Sacramento during the 
last fiscal year, from which it appears that 
the internal revenue receipts were §306,113; 
po toffice receipts, §30,184 ; total, §336,297.

P u b lic Lands C om m ission R eport. 
N ew Y o r k, February 24th.—The forth­ 
coming report of the Public Lands Commis­ 
sion will recommend that swamp and pastur­ 
age lands hereafter be surveyed and patented 
by townships ; that better provisions be made 
for making boundaries of surveyed tracts ; 
that the system of letting public surveys and 
boundaries between States and Territories be 
hereafter made under the direction of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey. 
I t will also, 
probably, recommend that the office of Re­ 
ceiver to each local Land Office be abolished. 
There are about ninety-five of these officers. 
It will also recommend the 
classing of 
public lands into five general classes—arable, 
irrigable, pasturage, timber and mineral. 
It 
will also recommend the repeal of the pre­ 
emption law, or the ground that its chief 
use now is to increase large individual hold­ 
ings. The Commission will probably supple­ 
ment it by another, makiug arable public 
lands disposable under tlie homestead laws. 
The Commission will probably recommend 
that no limit be placed ifpon amounts of irri­ 
gable land which any one person may buy ; 
that the land be Bold at twenty-five cents per 
acre, one-fifth to be paid down and the bal­ 
ance at the end of three years, and that no 
patent to such lands be issued until it is 
shown that a specified sum per acre, say §2, 
has been expended on its reclamation. Lands 
classed as pasturage will comprise untimbered 
and non-mineral lands, not arable or capable 
of irrigation. _ _ 
_ 
The Commission will probably recommend 
tliat the quantity one person ’may buy be 
not limited, and that the price be graduated 
as follows : All lands sold prior to January, 
1866. be at the rate of §1 ?5 an acre, and all 
lands sold from the latter date to January, 
1890, to be at the rate of §1 an acre. After 
the last-named date all lands remaining be 
s«ld at 75 cents an acre, with a reduction of 
12$ ceuts per acre every three years until the 
minimum price of 12$ cents is reached. Pas­ 
turage lands shall be open to homestead set­ 
tlement, no one entry to comprise more than 
2,560 acres. 
It will probably recommend 
that colonies of twenty or more families may 
enter homesteads either on arable, irrigable or 
pasturage lands, and lay out a village in the 
center of the tract. 
_ 
Radical changes will be recommended in 
the mineral land laws, among them the fol­ 
lowing : That the time during which a pros­ 
pector or discoverer shall be able to hold his 
claim by possessory title shall be fixed and 
limited by law ; that all local organizations 
and regulations respecting mining titles shall 
be 
abolished 
aud the 
sole 
jurisdiction 
of all questions relating thereto he reserved 
by the United States; that the “ lode loca­ 
tion,” which permits 
the discoverer to 
follow a lode any_ distance, in any direc­ 
tion, whether within the boundaries of his 
surface location or not, Ire repealed; that 
hereafter every mining claim shall comprise a 
certain number of feet, breadth and length 
on the surface, and that subterranean prop­ 
erty rights shall not extend beyond the sur­ 
face boundaries thus fixed. 
It is quite prob­ 
able that the Commission may refrain for tlie 
present from making any recommendation as 
to the area which each location may com­ 
prise. 
I t also recommends that a system of 
official survey and mineral inspection be 


produced coniternation among the Repobli 
can members, who feared expulsion.

now- demanded that the offensive memorial 
be formally withdrawn from the United 
States Senate.

ventilation of sitting and bed-rooms, by 
preventing moisture from being present iu 
any great quantity in the air, is one of the 
most valuable sanitary laws. 
A man’s 
specific gravity, Professor Jager maintains, 
is a good criterion of his strength of con­ 
stitution, his capacity for work, and his 
power of resisting disease.

Description of Alaska—Its Glaciers and Its 
Gold Fields. 
The fifth lecture of the present course given 
by the Sacramento Literary Institute was 
delivered at the Congregational Church last 
evening by John M uir, his subject b ein g : 
“ Alaska ; Its Glaciers, Forests, Gold Fields, 
etc.” 
There wa3 a fair attendance, and the 
attention paid evinced a desire on the part of 
his hearers to know som ething of that coun­ 
try. 
The speaker adopted the conversational 
tone, and his narration was straightforward 
and unstudied, the pictures of what he had 
seen seem ing to have been vividly impressed 
upon his m ind. 
In his description of the 
geography of localities he used a number of 
original sketches which he had taken. 
H e 
said that thirteen years ago, when the Terri­ 
tory was purchased, many thought it a use­ 
less country, where only polar bears lived and 
iceberg» formed the land, but it was now 
proved to have noble fureats, magnificent 
fisheries, valuable gold and silver mines, and 
the trade in fura had gone far towards paying 
for the purchase. 
ITS AREA IS ABOUT THREE TIMES 
A s great as that of California, its coast line 
being of great length, and it contains forty 
rivers, the principal of which is the Youcon, 
2,000 miles in length, and being navigable for 
a distance of 1,500 miles, and 50 miles wide 
at its m outh. 
The coast range of Alaska is 
from 10,000 to 15,000 feet high for a dbtauce 
of 500 miles, up and down the coast. 
A s 
compared to the A laska range, the Sierra 
N evadas sink into imuguificance. 
The range 
seems to he a number of chains grouped 
alongside each other. 
From one place I 
counted over 200 immense glaciers. 
The 
spaces between the jieaks are filled with flow­ 
ing, grinding ice, which continually modifies 
the architecture of 
the grand structures. 
More beautiful scenery than that along the 
inland lakes was never seen. 
A long the 
Y oucon river are 
IMMENSE FORESTS, 
But the grandest are found in the southeast­ 
ern portion. 
I saw a raft there composed of 
ten trees 120 feet in length and two feet in 
diameter at the sm all end. 
They are princi­ 
pally spruce and pine trees. 
The wood is of 
excellent quality, aud when its qualities are 
knuwu there w ill be a great demand for it. 
Some of these trees are 150 feet high and 8 feet 
in diameter four feet from the base. 
A ll the 
channels through southeastern A laska are 
filled with salmon. 
There is one quartz mine 
in the Territory, where ores can be worked 
cheaply, the teiuperaturenotbeiDg cold enough 
to prevent their being worked. 
A t Sitka 
this winter the thermometer has not been 
lower than S' above zero. 
There are also a 
few placer mines, where a miner can earn 83 
or 84 per day. 
For five years the m ining in­ 
dustries in the British territory near by have 
employed about 1,000 men. 
There the mer­ 
cury falls to 


S EVENTY D EG REES BELOW ZERO, 
So that only for a few m onths can work be 
done. 
The gravel mines, however, are far 
richer than any ever found in California. A ll 
this shows that the gold-bearing district ex­ 
tends lrom M exico to 00° north, and perhaps 
even further. 
A long the coast the ground is 
densely covered w ith brush and moss, so that 
the prospector has great trouble in working 
the soil. 
The seals (are found on a group of 
islands to the west. 
A ll "through the -mount­ 
ains are found various species of goats, some 
of which are 
unknown elsewhere. 
Deer 
fairly cover the islands of the Archipelago in 
the southeastern part of the Territory. 
POLAR BEARS ARE NOT FOUND, 
U nless on the extrem e northern coast. Black 
bears and wolves, however, abound. 
There 
are many varieties of birds. 
The inland 
waters are resorted to b y ducks and geese in 
great numbers. 
The Indians of A laska are 
an interesting people. I visited various tribes, 
who were kind aud hospitable. 
There are 
about 40,000 
of 
them 
in the Territory. 
Am ong some of the tribes there is au old-time 
system of Blavery. 
Captives in war become 
slaves, 
aud their children are reared in 
bondage. 
The 
principal articles of food 
among the ludians are turnips, potatoes and 
salmon. 
In speaking of glaciers he gave an inter­ 
esting sketch of their formation from snow 
in the m ountains, gradually rolling down, 
packing and becoming transparent ice. 
In 
Alaska, in addition to the great glaciers that 
roll down to tho sea, there is a fragment of 
the ice-sheet that once covered the country. 
H e had seen there four or five thousand 
glaciers, ten of which flowed as rivers into 
the sea. 
One of them was 
THREE MILES WIDE 
A t the m outh, and moved one foot per hour, 
discharging an iceberg over the wall into the 
sea about every four m inutes. 
The glacier, 
or 
ice 
liver, 
is about one 
m ile 
deep. 
In 
a journey of 
700 m iles in a canoe 
fully 100 miles were made by pushing through 
waters literally crowded w ith broken ice. 
It 
seems strange to see ice flowing down through 
valleys filled with evergreen growth, and 
bushes loaded w ith ripe berries hanging into 
the frozen river. 
The lecture was concluded with some in­ 
teresting statem ents concerning the manner 
in which icebergs have cut the land into 
islands, and how it has worn away great 
mountains, and to w hat extent the Territory 
is being conquered by the sea by this grind­ 
ing, wearing action.

Resolved, That we condemn any attempts lo legis­ 
late any person out of any office who has done his 
duty ; that we are opposed to it from principle, and 
shail oppose it iu practice. 
M aybell also offered preamble and resolu­ 
tion, in relation to Assem blym an M cIntosh, 
reciting that he has deserted the now Consti­ 
tution and W orkingmen’s parties, anil affili­ 
ated with the en em y; tried^to gag the 
representatives of the people ‘w ith a five- 
minute ru le; attending caucus with those who 
aro plotting and intending to overthrow the 
new Constitution, etc., and ending in a reso­ 
lution of exp”ldon from the Club, and calling 
upon his constituents to demand his resigna­ 
tion. 
A heated discussion followed upon the 
resolution; 
substitutes were 
offered, and 
finally a substitute by Caffey, covering all 
the above points, except the clause calling 
upon his constituents to ask his resignation, 
was almost unanim ously adopted, and he is 
expelled from the fold. 
State Prison Directors Chapman, N eff and 
Schell were at the Capitol yesterday, in con­

Dr. Glenn has enlarged his wheat area 
Tjy 10,000 acres this year. 
4 Three feet of 3110W at Trackee, one foot 
at Verdi, nine feet at the Summit and seven 
feet at Blue Canyon. 
The Solano Republican has reapjieared, 
and is now a Democratic paper, under the 
editorial control of O. R. Coghlan. 
There are 2,053 licensed liquor saloons 
in San Francisco, and these licenses pay to 
the city government $164,300 a year. 
The property-holders of Nevada City 
are agitating the question as to whether 
the city shall purchase the water-works. 
Everybody says this is an exceptional 
winter in California, and the “ oldest in­ 
habitant ” never saw so much cold weather. 
The San Luis Obispo Advocate hears very 
encouraging reports regarding the wheat 
crop prospects in the Estrella, San Jose 
valley and Los Tablas sections. 
A little son of D. H. Cleaves at Antioch, 
was thrown into convulsions by a drink of 
alcoholic spirit given him by the Chinese 
cook one day last week, and was with diffi­ 
culty saved from death. 
Some of the vinyardists up the valley 
have not finished pruning, others are busy 
plowing among their vines or preparing to 
set out new vineyards. 
There is a great 
demand for cuttings of good varieties. 
—[Napa Register. 
The proverbial prettiest girl in Suisun 
has joined the grand army of “ Reformed 
Orthographists.” 
She begins her last love 
letter : “ Gosef, mi luv, kum and tuk me 
to the phirman’s ball on the twenty- 
sekond.” 
She has got the “ idee.” 
The Chinaman who was shot near Col- 
legevillc by a fellow countryman a week or 
so ago, is reported to be in a hopeless con­ 
dition at the County Hospital. 
The ball 
lodged in the sjunc and produced paralysis 
of the lower half of the body.—[Stockton 
Mail. 
The Supervisors of Alameda have adopt­ 
ad a resolution that in cases where families 
are receiving aid from the county, if the 
father of any such family is able to work, 
that on receiving a note from the Super­ 
visor of the district, the Road Overseer shall 
put him to work, and in case of his refusal 
to work, the family of said indigent person 
shall cease to receive any benefit from the 
county. 
A correspondent writes to the Merced 
Erprem that wheat irrigation on the West 
Side has commenced at the rate of about 
1,000 acres per day. 
There will be a large 
demand for the waters of the San Joaquin 
this season. 
People outside of the canal 
regard a little plot of land inside as some­ 
thing exceedingly desirable this year, and 
in consequence there will not be much ir­ 
rigable land left uncultivated. 
There is some prospect of a salmon 
canning factory being built at this place. 
It is. proposed by the Greek and Italian 
fishermen, who have in years past had some 
difficulty in dealing with cannery owners 
on the rivers, to build and operate a 
cannery themselves. 
The Greek Consul, 
Mr. Sutter, was in town Thursday, to­ 
gether with a number of leading fishermen, 
and we understand negotiations are pend­ 
ing with the view of building a cannery.

Shea was at the bell-rope, and when the 
place where Collins was to stop was 
reached, the cage came to a halt and he 
stepped off. 
The moment the cage ceased 
moving, Burke, thinking he had reachad 
the bottom, stepped out and into the north 
compartment. 
There being no station 
there, the unfortunate man was precipi­ 
tated into the shaft. 
He struck the tim­ 
bers, bounding from side to side. 
He was 
thrown into the center compartment and 
fell to the bottom. 
When the bottom was 
reached, a horrible sight awaited the men 
on the cage. 
Burke's body was frightfully 
mangled. 
The head was 
so horribly 
bruised that the features could scarcely 
be recognized. 
The timbers from the 500- 
foot level to the bottom were covered with 
blood and brains. 
In the bottom of the 
shaft was a pick, and as the body dropped 
the implement penetrated the back. 
Poor 
Burke was k illed before reaching the bot­ 
tom.— [Bodie Free Press, February 21st.
